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CONVERSION OF SERIALS PROJECT Monica M. P&ttman 





Once a month, or maybe once a week, we.go home expecting to 
find our favorite journal in the mailbox. But what do you.do 
when, instead, you find a notice stating the journal has _ been 
permanently discontinued? Or it has split into four different 
journals? Or merged with another journal and is now published in 
a different locality and under a title not even remotely similar 
to either of its "parents"? These are but a few samples of the 
many changes and problems encountered among the more than 360,000 
serial titles received by research libraries in the United States 
today. To keep track of the multitude of serials published, 
numerous local arid regional serial record automated systems have 
been developed. 


After the American Library Association Conference in June 
1973, a group of concerned individuals met to discuss problems 
associated with the generation and maintenance of machine- 
readable serials data bases. At

among existing files, and (3) the apparent confusion over 
existing and proposed bibliographic descriptions and machine 
format standards. 








The Ad Hoc Discussion Group on Serials Data Bases, as _ this 
meeting was later called, conceived the "roots" of the Conversion 
of Serials Project (CONSER). Other meetings followed which 
further defined the project's design and implementation. The 
search for sponsors and an organization to assume the managerial 
responsibilities of the project found the Council on Library Re- 
sources willing to partly fund and manage the project. Funding 
was also provided by the National Endowment for the Humanities 
and the National Science Foundation. At the American Library 
Association mid-winter meeting in January 1974, the Council on 
Library Resources and the Library of Congress announced the 
CONSER Project to the library community. 


CONSER required a central on-line computer system capable of 
accommodating a large serials data base. The Ohio College 
Library Center (OCLC), Columbus, was chosen and agreed to 
participate. Using a system such as OCLC reduced the amount of 
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software development required, thus shortening the total time 
frame for the initial project: a two-year period was the time 
projected to enable a sizable serials data base to be 
established. — 


CONSER participants have been chosen on such criteria as ex- 
cellence in serial cataloging, union list responsibilities, and 
the financial capability to support their own staff and in-house 
facilities. The original participants in CONSER included the Na- 
tional Agricultural Library, the National Library of Medicine, 
the University of Minnesota, the State University of New York, 
the University of California, Cornell University, Yale University 
and the New York State Library. Institutions which joined later 
are the U.S. Department of the Interior, the University of 
Florida. (Gainesville), Harvard University, and the Boston 
Theological Institute. These participating institutions add new 
data to CONSER records already existing in the Serial data base 
in the OCLC system or enter their own cataloging records if there 
is no record on-line. 


Authentication of CONSER serial records is performed by cen-« 
ters of responsibility associated with the project. The major 
centers of bibliographic authentication are the Library of Con- 
gress and the National Library of Canada. These centers authen- 
ticate serial records according to current cataloging practice 
found in the Anglo-American Cataloging Rules (Chicago, 1967) and 
then "lock" the records to further changes. After a_ record has 
been locked, no other library, including CONSER participants, 
will be able to modify the record except through a _ modification 
request sent.directly to a center of responsibility. The center 
will determine: if, the request is warranted and then. correct’ the 
record on-line. 


Two other centers of responsibility are the National Serials 
Data Program (NSDP) at the Library of Congress and the _ Interna- 
tional Serials Data System/Canada (ISDS/C) at the National Libra- 
ry of Canada. These two centers authenticate key titles and In- 
ternational Standard Serial Numbers (ISSN) for CONSER records for 
which documentation has been provided by project participants. 
ISDS/C authenticates those records with Canadian imprints and 
NSDP authenticates those records with domestic imprints as_ well 
as those of other foreign countries after communicating with the 
appropriate ISDS foreign center. (Foreign centers. of 
responsibility are in operation in Argentina, Australia, Denmark, 
Finland, France, Germany (F.R.), Sweden, and the United Kingdom. 
Other centers established but not yet involved in ISSN exchanges 
with the United States are in Austria, Brazil, Colombia, Ireland, 
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Italy, Japan, the Netherlands, New Zealand, Nigeria, Norway, the 
Soviet Union, Thailand, Tunisia, Uruguay, and Yugoslavia.) 


The centers of responsibility also enter their own Serial re- 
cords into the CONSER data base: at the Library of Congress, 
this is done by the Editing and Input Section, Serial Record 
Division; at the National Library of Canada, by direct input and 
tape loading of their serial records, called CANMARC. NSDP also 
enters original cataloging of titles received from publishers, 
abstracting and indexing services, and other sources. 


Conventions are needed to ensure consistent, reliable records 
in the CONSER data base. A compatible machine-readable format 
acceptable to CONSER participants had to be standardized. The 
MARC serials format developed at the Library of Congress proved 
to be the vehicle for machine format compatibility with some 
minor modifications. Insofar as possible, the Angfo-American 
Cataloging Rukes and the conventions required by the Interna- 
tional Serials Data System (ISDS) have been accommodated. A 
standard Minimum Data Element Set (MDES) was developed, which 
prescribes the basic elements necessary to fill out a CONSER 
serial record, without which a record is not considered complete. 
To date, however, Conventions for holding statements have not 
been developed, consequently CONSER is not a true union list. 
Records displayed on the OCLC screens show, in addition to the 
standard MDES, only the location of the title; that is to Say, 
the holding institution's symbol is displayed, but not the extent 
of its holdings. 


To begin the CONSER project, it was necessary to establish a 
base file from which the participants could work. This file 
needed to be established as quickly as possible and contain as 
many records as possible. The University of Minnesota and the 
Minnesota Interlibrary Teletype Exchange (MINITEX) agreed to 
supply their Minnesota Union List of Serials (MULS) data base of 
nearly 75,000 titles to the CONSER Project. OCLC began tape 
loading of the MULS records in July 1975. The Library of 
Congress MARC Serials file containing 26,000 titles was tape- 
loaded into OCLC beginning in November 1976. The Canadian serial 
tapes, CANMARC, containing some 3,000 titles, were loaded into 
OCLC starting in September 1976. 


On June 21, 1976 the Library of Congress began to enter all 
new serial cataloging (excluding newspapers) directly on-line 
into the OCLC system, as well as some selected retrospective 
titles. Each week OCLC sends to the Library of Congress a 
magnetic tape containing all records the Library has entered, 
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updated, and authenticated. These tapes are reprocessed and 
distributed to MARC-S tape subscribers through the Library's 
Cataloging Distribution Service once a month. Each center of 
responsibility and CONSER participant receives a comparable tape 
of all records it has worked on, if requested. 


It has only been recently that newspaper records were able to 
be authenticated on the OCLC data base. In general, newspapers 
are treated similarly -to serial titles. Major differences 
include a special place of publication identifying field, a call 
number composed only of the word "Newspaper" (for Library of Con- 
gress newspaper titles) and the serial type designator "n" sig- 
nifying newspaper. A special holdings field is also included on 
all Library of Congress newspaper records. 


Since the Council on Library Resources agreed to act as 
manager and partially fund CONSER on a temporary basis, the 
Library of Congress will assume full responsibility for CONSER as 
soon as its own facilities are operational. CONSER II, as the 
Library of Congress-based system will be called, will Support the 
basic functions required for effective cooperative On-line input 
and update of’ serial records. It will operate with decentralized 
input by participants and centralized authentication. As with 
CONSER I, selected institutions will enter and update records, 
and the Library of Congress and other designated institutions 
will review and authenticate data as appropriate. 


Because of the size and complexity of the manually maintained 
serials check-in files, the Library of Congress will not attempt 
automation of this function in the near future. However, the 
manual visible file used for serial check-in contains 
bibliographic information and records of the disposition of 
titles which are not processed further by the Library. 
Bibliographic data for these titles will be entered into the 
system, thus increasing the comprehensiveness of the data base 
“and facilitating later automation of serials check-in. Also, the 
visible file forms needed for the manual check-in function could 
be produced by the system until the check-in function is 
automated. 


Serial cataloging at the Library of Congress is an assembly 
line process with data added to the cataloging record at differ- 
ent work stations. It is intended, as a long-range objective, to 
develop an on-line system for control of serials as they pass 
through the cataloging stream, Similar to the system for control 
of monographs-in-process now being implemented. Also in the de- 
Sign for serials control is a fully on-line cataloging system 
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that would provide on-line access to authority and bibliographic 
records essential to the cataloging process. 


Since the design of the International Standard Bibliographic 
Description for Serials (ISBD-S) and its inclusion within the re- 
vised edition of the Anglo-American Cataloging Rules (to be pub- 
lished in 1978) has only been recently completed, work involved 
with card production for serial records did not begin at the 
Library of Congress until February 1977, Catalog cards for 
serials will soon be produced using the machine-readable records. 
(OCLC began automated card printing for serials and newspapers in 
October 1977). Eventually, the CONSER data will also be used 
in producing the catalog New Serial Titles in book form. 


Special authentication centers are being considered with au- 
thority to lock specific data elements. Many federal and _ large 
research libraries collect and catalog material in_ special 
Subject areas and may be designated to authenticate in their area 
of expertise. 


Access to CONSER II by the abstracting and indexing services 
is under consideration too. This would bring additional 
information to the data base, including such elements as the sys-~ 
tem of mnemonic character abbreviations for scientific and tech- 
nical serial publications, called CODEN, assigned by the Chemical 
Abstracts Service, abstracting and indexing coverage, and journal 
title abbreviations. 


Many subscription agencies operate under an automated system. 
If these agencies could be tied in with CONSER II, subscription 
information such as supplier, price, and unique title identifiers 
(ISSN and key title) would be beneficial not only to the 
agencies, but to the library community as a whole. 


Enhancing the effectiveness of interlibrary loan for serial 
material is one of the eventual goals of CONSER II. Planners 
will investigate the possiblity of allowing regional union list 
agencies to enter their new serial title reports into the Library 
of Congress system. 


Several other possible by-products of the CONSER II system 
are being contemplated. This includes an alerting service with 
a periodic report of all new records added to the data base plus 
significant changes made to existing records. Periodic distribu- 
tion of all complete CONSER records in computer-output microform 
(COM), book catalog, or register form with appropriate indexes 
could also be generated. 
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With the development of other regional networks it will be 
necessary to provide computer~to-computer links between them and 
the Library of Congress. For initial implementation, however, 
CONSER II may have to use~- computer-to-terminal. linkages since 
these inter-network communication facilities will not yet exist. 


The original deadline for implementation of the CONSER II 
project at the Library of Congress was:November 1977. After 
further analysis it became apparent that- the implementation date 
would go beyond 1977; the actual -date has not yet been 
determined. . 1 


How is the CONSER effort proceeding? Presently there are 
close to 180,000 CONSER records. in the OCLC data base. CONSER 
participants entered approximately ©33,000 original cataloging 
records and affixed their OCLC location symbols to an additional 
16,755 records. To date some 55,000 titles have been verified 
and authenticated by the Library of Congress and the National 
Library of Canada. As reflected in these statistics, the CONSER 
Project has developed a sizable data base of serial catalog 
records and has already become an influential data _ file, 
transcending national. boundaries, Shared by researchers and the 
general library community. . 


AL BAN TAN-LANGUAGE 
NEWSPAPERS PRESERVED - 





The Albanian-language newspapers, Kombi and Dielli, both from 
Boston, Massachusetts, have been microfilmed with the financial 
Support of noted Boston restaurateur, Anthony Athanas. The ar- 
chival-quality 35-mm master microfilm was presented to the 
Library of Congress by Mr. Athanas and accepted on behalf of the 
Library by Donald F. Wisdom, chief of the Serial Division. Mr. 
Athanas's gift greatly strengthens the Library's Albanian- 
language research collections and adds a new dimension to avail- 
able primary source materials in ethnic and area studies. 


Some of the early-issues filmed were damaged but they are the 
only copies available for microreduction. There are also some 
periods missing from the files of both papers, and the Library's 
Serial Division is issuing an urgent plea to all concerned to 
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search for these issues to make the files complete. 
Bibliographic particulars follow on the combined microform 
holdings of the Library of Cengress and the Boston and New York 
public libraries, as well as on the missing periods.

1975 LIBRARY MICROFILM RATES PUBLISHED 





An article entitled "1975 Library Microfilm Rates" by the 
editor of this publication was published in the Fall 1977 issue 
of Library Resources and Technical Services (LRTS) (vol. 21, 
no. 944,» pores 327-32)... ot ite. ise anes updatecsot Saini | ancarticaes 
published earlier in LRTS and "is designed to assist librarians 
in planning and justifying budgets for library materials in 
microform." . 


A new feature is a graphic display of past, present, and fu- 
ture index values at three-year intervals from 1969, the base 
period, through 1981, which is. reproduced here with the 
permission of the editor of LRTS, Wesley Simonton. "The graph 
projects a median rate increase for positive microfilm of 13.3 
and 15.9 percent for the 1978 and 1981 periods, respectively. 
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Also shown is a median rate increase for negative microfilm of 
Pies and 12.7. percent for the 1978 and 1981 periods, 
respectively. The reader is cautioned that these projections are 
conjectural, based on past and present market conditions. It is 
fair to assume, however, that inflationary pressures will 
continue to be a factor in the future."

TOWARD A NATIONAL a FB 
PRESERVATION PROGRAM Norman J. Shaffer 





An all-day meeting of the ad hoc Advisory Committee for a 
National Preservation Program was held in Arlington, Virginia, on 
September 22, 1977. This group, appointed in May, held its first 
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meeting last summer after the American Library Association Annual 
Conference. Members present for the second meeting were Paul 
Banks, Newberry Library; Robert Feller, Carnegie-Mellon Institute 
of Research, Carnegie-Mellon University; Carl Spaulding, Council 
on Library Resources; David Stam, Chairman, Preservation 
Committee, Association of Research Libraries; Allen Veaner, 
University of California, Santa Barbara; Frazer Poole (chairman), 
assistant director for preservation, Administrative Department, 
Library of Congress; and Norman Shaffer, national preservation 
program officer, Preservation Office, Library of Congress. 


The meeting began with a _ discussion of the bibliographic 
foundations of a national preservation program. It is essential 
that early planning and development concentrate on this area, 
both to improve bibliographic control of microform masters and to 
anticipate control of a national preservation collection. 


Mr. Shaffer distributed copies of a paper on the history, 
publishing pattern, and importance of the National Register of 
Micro form Masters (NRMM). He explained that this file, now ex- 
ceeding one-half million entries and containing nearly 100,000 
serial titles, is the basis for any bibliographic control program 
developed in connection with a national preservation program. 
The feasibility and cost of automating at least part of this file 
are now under study. The committee expressed the hope that the 
Library of Congress would give the automation of NRMM a_ high 
priority. 


Discussion next turned to Newspapers in Microform (NIM), a 
second bibliographic data base pertinent to national preservation 
activities. NIM, which records service and master microforms, is 
published in two volumes—one recording newspapers of the United 
States, the second recording foreign newspapers. Annua 1 
Supplements have been issued since the 1972 cumulations. A 
cumulation of these supplements through 1977 is expected to 
appear in the near future. It. appears that a _ variety of 
activities now in progress will eventually lead to the automation 
of many of the records in this file. The Library of Congress is 
now cataloging its newspaper holdings, beginning with domestic 
titles. Present planning calls for the eventual inclusion of 
these records in the CONSER data base. 


A related activity, the U.S. Newspaper Project, cosponsored 
by the Organization of American Historians and the Library of 
Congress, will bring about better bibliographic control of 
newspaper microfilm and ink print files. The grand scheme calls 
for complete bibliographic data and file location information on 
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all domestic newspapers. With financial support from the Nation- 
al Endowment for the Humanities and the state legislature, a_ pi- 
lot project is now under way in Iowa. It is anticipated that the 
data developed in this and other state projects under the 
national plan will be added to the CONSER data base. To assist 
in this bibliographic activity, a manual on the cataloging of 
newspapers and the computerization of the cataloging data is now 
being prepared under the direction of the Library of Congress. 
This manual will provide standards for the treatment of 
bibliographic and holdings data relating to newspapers. 


Turning to the topic of a national preservation collection, 
Frazer Poole noted that "national preservation collection" was 
not a completely appropriate title for such a collection since, 
in fact, it would probably be more in the nature of a _ national 
resource collection. In response to a question on what libraries 
would be willing to contribute to such a collection, Mr. Poole 
responded that initially they would probably give up those ma- 
terials least valuable and least used. Obviously, the management 
of such a collection would need selection and rejection 
authority. To enlist the cooperation of the research community, 
the facility housing the collection would have to guarantee 
access, either in a micro format or hard _ photocopy. Mr. Stam 
thought that librarians would undoubtedly be willing to part with 
sizable parts of their collections, but since faculty have 
traditionally opposed any weeding or remote storage there might 
be difficulties. The economic realities of level or reduced 
library material budgets and the curtailment of major’ library 
building programs might help persuade university administrators 
that the sharing of library resources is the best way to support 
diverse research programs. 


Conservation training and preservation education were dis- 
cussed in some depth. Mr. Banks introduced his concept of a con- 
servation engineer who would be versed in Conservation techniques 
as well as Knowledgeable about environmental problems such as 
temperature, humidity, and lighting. Mr. Poole emphasized his 
belief that the training of conservators should be given the 
highest priority, and that specialized postions such as 
conservation engineers Should be considered later. Mr. Banks 
discussed the types of persons he believes a good training 
program should produce—administrators capable of directing pres- 
ervation activities and conservators able to assume greater 
responsibilities than working at the bench. The latter group 
Should develop specialties in rare books, paper Conservation, and 
conservation engineering. Also needed are technicians who would 
work under closer supervision than the conservators in the second 
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group. Mr. Poole thought that both administrators and qualified 
conservators would need academic credentials and intern training. 
He believed a three-year conservation program leading to a 
master's degree would be appropriate. The first two years of the 
program would Concentrate on theory and practice, with the third 
year being an internship in a qualified conservation workshop. 


In response to an earlier request, copies of the preservation 
leaflets prepared by the Preservation Office were distributed to 
the committee. These leaflets address some of the more common 
problems faced by individuals and libraries such as treatment of 
leather bindings and environmental conditions. (See "Publication 
Notes" in the December 1977 issue of the Report.) 


One difficult problem facing a national preservation program 
is the establishing of priorities for conservation treatment and 
microfilming. Mr. Banks suggested a conference of scholars could 
be convened to adress the issue. Mr. Poole agreed that it was 
certainly a decision for a subject specialist. Most preservation 
microfilming taking place at the Library of Congress is done with 
the concurrence or on the specific recommendation of subject 
Specialists. Recommendations are made on a title-by-title basis 
and there are no actual subject priorities. Mr. Stam thought 
that microfilming priorities should follow acquisitions priority 
policies, 


The meeting concluded that the National Preservation Program 
Office should continue to work on the automation of the NRMM, 
explore problems relevant to the establishment of a national 
preservation collection, and Continue to gather information on a 
national preservation program. No date was set for the next 
meeting. 


U.S. NEWSPAPER PROJECT 
STATE PLANNING CONFERENCES: 
MAINE AND SOUTH DAKOTA

MAINE 


On February 22, 1978, some twenty three invited guests 
gathered in the Maine State Museum in Augusta to pian a statewide 
newspaper project as part of the U.S. Newspaper Project jointly 
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sponsored by the Organization of American Historians and _ the 
Library of Congress. This meeting was a direct result of the 
conference held on December 2, 1977, at the American Antiquarian 
Society, Worcester, Massachusetts, (Font tas inepor tatoneathat 
conference see "U.S. Newspaper Project, Regional Planning 
Conference: New England" in the December 1977 issue of the 
Report.) The delegates represented academic, public, and 
Special libraries, state and _ local historical Societies, 
newspaper publishers, the Organization of American Historians, 
and the Library of Congress. 


The host, Edwin A. Churchill, Maine State Museum, opened the 
meeting and introduced the director of the museum, Paul Rivard, 
who welcomed the guests and pledged the museum's support to a fu- 
ture Maine newspaper project. This was followed by the partici- 
pants' introducing themselves and briefly describing their pro- 
fessional affiliations and areas of competence. The morning Ses- 
Sion was concluded by Gale E. Peterson's review of the U.S. News- 
paper Project and its relation to Maine, while Imre T. Jarmy des- 
cribed the role of the Library of Congress as cosponsor of the 
project and outlined its long-term commitments in the areas of 
cataloging, preservation, and bibliographic control. 


The afternoon session opened with a report by Eric Flower, 
University of Maine at Orono, on the university's ongoing 
compilation of Maine newspaper titles. A card file of some 1,200 
titles has been assembled since December 1977, based on standard 
Secondary sources and listing the masthead title, place, and 
dates of publication, predecessor and successor titles, the 
source of the information, and the standard symbols of the hold- 
ing institutions. The conferees agreed that this list will con- 
stitute the nucleus for a union list of Maine newspapers. 


After a lively discussion it was decided that the Maine State 
Museum will serve as the umbrella agency for the statewide pro- 
ject, and Edwin A. Churchill was elected the project's chairman 
pro tempore. Details on organization and cosponsors as well as 
permanent committee members are to be addressed later. The dele- 
gates were unanimous in recommending that a vigorous preservation 
program Should also be established as part of the project. 


The conference conluded with a discussion on funding sources, 
and the chairman pro tempore's first official act was to accept 
a check of $100 for the Maine Newpsaper Project which was donated 
by delegate John Pike Grady on behalf of the Sunrise Institute of 
Washington County, Maine. 
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SOUTH DAKOTA 


At the invitation of the South Dakota Historical Resource 
Center (the former South Dakota State Historical Society), twenty 
seven guests gathered at the new headquarters of the South Dakota 
State Library in Pierre to lay plans for a South Dakota newspaper 
project. Those in attendance represented academic, public, and 
Special libraries, state and local historical societies, state 
records management officials, the State Humanities Council, the 
South Dakota Press Association, the Iowa State Historical 
Society, the Organization of American Historians, and the Library 
of Congress. 


Dayton W. Canaday, director of the South Dakota Historical 
Resource Center and the host, welcomed the guests. Gale E. Pe~ 
terson outlined a possible course for a South Dakota project en- 
compassing three phases—compilating a newspaper checklist, 
conducting a thorough Survey based on the checklist, and finally, 
microfilming. Alan M. Schroder, project director of the pilot 
Iowa Newspaper Bibliography Project, was the next speaker. He 
described the objectives of the Iowa pilot project, namely the 
collection of historical and holdings data on all newspapers 
published in Iowa and the recording of this information on 
worksheets. He also described the methodology used in collecting 
this data and the resulting increase during the past two years in 
the society's newspaper microfilming program. A question and 
answer period concluded the morning Session. 


In the afternoon Imre T. Jarmy described the role of the Li- 
brary of Congress in basically the Same terms as reported for the 
Maine conference. Herschel V. Anderson, South Dakota state li- 
brarian, described his institution's computerized facilities, es- 
pecially the existing hookup with the Minnesota Interlibrary 
Teletype Exchange (MINITEX) facility and the soon to be installed 
on-line system of the Ohio College Library Center (OCLC). He of- 
fered the use of the facilities to the future South Dakota news- 
paper project. The next Speaker, Roy Engelbertson, director of 
the South Dakota Office of Records Management, presented a paper 
on records management through microfilming and described his in- 
house filming facilities. This portion of the afternoon session 
was concluded by Leanne Pate, library technician, giving a review 
of the South Dakota Historical Resource Center's newspaper 
collections. She noted that the center currently receives 13/7 
weekly and 12 daily newspapers and has some 800 additional titles 
on 8,000 rolls of microfilm; 30 percent of this film is, however, 
of inferior quality. Rosemary Evetts, the organizer of the 
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conference and newly appointed librarian of the center, spoke 
briefly on projected staffing needs for a South Dakota newspaper 
bibliography project. The conference members agreed that the 
South Dakota Historical Resource Center should serve as_ the 
umbrella agency for a statewide bibliographic and preservation 
newspaper project. The project will be advised by a_ board 
consisting of six to eight representatives who will be chosen 
later.

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GUIDELINES FOR REPORTING TO NEWSPAPERS IN MICROFORM 
AND THE NATIONAL REGISTER OF MICROFORM MASTERS 


Newspapers in Microform and the National Register of Microform Masters are bibliographies in book form 
published by the Library of Congress with the cooperation of other interested U.S. and foreign libraries, and 
commercial producers of microforms. They are intended to be the national bibliographies of domestic and foreign 
master microform holdings; to serve as standard research tools by providing comprehensive bibliographic data for 
each title microfilmed; and to assure the preservation of our cultural heritage by identifying those works which 
have been reduced to microform. 


Microform copies are of three types. A master microform is used only to make other copies, and from it 
single copies are understood to be available for purchase at any time. A master preservation microform, in 
addition to meeting the definition of the master microform, is housed in a temperature-controlled, fireproof 
space and owned by a nonprofit institution. Both types of master must meet the American National Standards 
Institute specifications for film quality and permanence and should, if possible, meet the requirements for 
completeness, collation, image placement, reduction ratio, target, etc., as set down in the current specifications 
for microfilming published by the Library of Congress. A service microform is one that is made available for use 
by readers. It can either be a negative or a positive copy, although most service copies are positives. Copyright law 
or local regulations may, of course, restrict the production or purchase of service copies in some cases. 


Reports should be in full cataloging form, including added entry tracings. They may be prepared according to 
either the Arnerican Library Association or Anglo-American cataloging rules. 


In addition to the bibliographic information, each report for these bibliographies must carry certain informa- 
tion relating to the microform, as follows. (1) Location. Each report must have the symbol of the institution 
which holds the microform. These symbols are estab!ished by the Catalog Publication Division upon request, and 
are published in Symbo/s of American Libraries. (2) Type of microform. \s it a ‘master microform,” a ‘master 
preservation microform,” or a “service microform’’? (3) Form. \s the microform a microfilm, microfiche, micro- 
opaque, or microprint?

REPORTING TO NEWSPAPERS IN MICROFORM For purposes of reporting to Newspapers in Microform, a 
newspaper is a serial which satisfies at least five of the following seven criteria. It (1) carries news of current 
events either local, national, or international in scope; (2) has advertising; (3) contains legal notices; (4) provides 
vital statistics; (5) usually does not have a cover; and is (6) published at least once a month in a (7) format of not 
less than four columns of type per page. 


Report master, preservation master, and service microforms of domestic and foreign commercial newspapers, 
as well as armed forces, collegiate, labor, religious, and other special interest newspapers. The following biblio- 
graphic elements must be included: Exact title of newspaper as it appears on the masthead. All known title 
variations. Dates published, with inclusive dates for each variant title. Place of publication: country or state and 
city. Frequency of publication, including changes of any kind. Pertinent notes. 


REPORTING TO THE NATIONAL REGISTER OF MICROFORM MASTERS Report master and preservation 
master microforms of domestic and foreign books, pamphlets, serials (except newspapers), and foreign doctoral 


dissertations. Present coverage excludes technica! reports, typescript translations, foreign and domestic archival 


manuscript collections, U.S. doctoral dissertations, masters’ theses, and newspapers. Service microforms are 
excluded from the Register. Service microforms of monographs and seriais should be reported to The National 
Union Catalog. Microforms of newspapers, both masters and service copies, should be reported to Newspapers in 
Microform. :

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U.S. NEWSPAPER PROJECT: 
PLANS FOR THE FUTURE 


On April 3, 1978, the advisory panel to the U.S. flewspaper 
Project and invited guests met at the Library of Conaress tc 
learn about the lona- and short-term future plans for the project 
being formulated by the National Endownent for the Humanities 
(NEH). Panel members in attendance were: Richard S. Kirlendall, 
Organization of American Historians; John G. Lorenz, Association 
of Research Libraries; Marcus A. McCorison, American Antiquarian 
Society; Donald E. Oehlerts, Miami University; Gordon R. 
Williams, Center for Research Libraries; and Donald F. llisdom, 
Library of Congress. Others present were: Bernard A. Bernier, 
Jr., Library of Congress; George fF. Farr, dr., NEHS> tne 
Jarmy, Library of Congress; Carol K. Lura, Library of Conaress; 
Gale E. Peterson, Oraanization of American Historians; Alan M. 
Schroder, State Historical Society of Iowa; Norman J. Shaffer, 
Library of Conaress; Gerald P. Tyson, NEH; and Elaine Wl. Woods, 
consultant. 


Speaking on behalf of the NEH, George F. Farr, Jr., assistant 
director for research grants, announced that the June 1977 appli- 
cation of the Organization of American Historians to continue and 
expand the office in Bloominaton, Indiana, maintained for the 
past two years by NEH funds, did not receive approval fron re- 
viewers and the appropriate NEH panei, and thus, fundina will be 
discontinued on September 30, 1978. In reachina this decision 
the NEH is not withdrawing its support from the U.S. Newspaper 
Project; on the contrary, the support will be increased and ex- 
tended over a lonaq period. 


The NEH realizes the importance of the national project and 
is prepared to meet the needs of scholars and the research con- 
munity in the field of newspapers by cormittina itself to a_ ten- 
to fifteen-year program. This is a Sianificant departure fron 
the current NEH practice of not fundina projects bewond three 
years. To assist states in applyina for fundina, a set of guide- 
lines detailing what NEH expects from a state newspaper project 
will be developed and widely distributed. A permanent review 
board dealing only with U.S. Newspaper Project applications wil] 
meet three or four times a year to review applications received 
from the states. Their recommendations will be presented 
directly to the NEH board. This procedure drastically reduces 
the usual ten-month NEH review cycle. 
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In terms of funding, the NEH envisions two distinct phases: 
a bibliographic phase and a preservation (nicrofilmina) phase 
depending, of course, on the particular need of a state. For 
establishing a statewide project, the NEH is prepared to fund one 
or two conferences: a feasibility conference (if needed), and a 
planning conference. Once a state newspaper bibliographic pro- 
ject is approved there will be up to $20,000 available as an out- 
right gift, and an additional $50,000 on a one-to-one gifts and 
matching basis. The terms of the latter are a sianificant depar- 
ture form the usual three-to-one ratio in NEH's challenae grants 
program and are intended to attract private funds to the national 
project. In states where the bibliographic control of newspapers 
has already been achieved or is nearina completion, applications 
can be made for preservation purposes. A similar. fundina 
arrangement is envisioned for this. phase. From those states 
where support is needed for either the successful completion of 
bibliographic control or an existina preservation proaran, the 
NEH is prepared to receive applications, provided such programs 
are an integral part of a statewide effort. 


The NEH prefers applications to be channeled through an 
umbrella agency for each state. This agency should either have 
been designated by state law or reaulation or, in the absence of 
legislation, have evolved throuah custom as the repository for 
newspapers. It is the concern of scholars, and therefore of the 
NEH, that research materials be made accessible, whether in hard 
copy or in microform. It is expected that without losing control 
over their collections or  incurrina financial losses, 
institutions would make available for research the materials 
discovered, described, and preserved through the U.S. Newspaper 
Project. 


In support of the national proaranm, Donald F. \lisdom reiter- 
ated the continued comnitment of the Library of Conaress, which 
intends to hold catalogina workshops for project participants. 
based on the manual now nearina completion. (See "Toward the 
Bibliographic Control of Newspapers" in the Auqust 1977 issue of 
the Report.)  Similariiy, the Library is plannina to hold 
preservation workshops based on the need of project participants. 
The details on both of these workshops will be established later. 
The Library's catalogina proaran for its files of current and re- 
trospective newspapers will De adjusted to serve the expressed 
needs of project participants as was done for the Iowa pilot pro- 
ject. Publicity and progress reports on projects will continue 
to be published in the pages of the Newspaper and Gazette Report. 
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The office of the newspaper microfilming coordinator stands ready 
now, aS it has in the past, to participate in conferences and co- 
ordinate the bibliographic control and preservation of newspaper 
files. 


Elaine \l. Woods, in commentina on her work, observed that 
calling it a cataloging manual is too restrictive since it is a 
tool which not only provides for the catalogina of newspapers in 
manual and machine-readable forn, but also makes possible the 
creation of a multipurpose data base. The machine-readable por- 
tion of the manual essentially follows CONSER conventions and is 
based on the International Standard Bibliographic Description for 
Serials (ISBD-S). It includes a number of mandatory and optional 
fields. Obviously, the more information is entered the more use- 
ful. the end products become. The access points were desianed to 
Satisfy the needs of various constituencies, such as researchers, 
bibliographers, librarians, and genealogists. Retrieval will be 
possible by lanquage, area, dates of publication, title key word 
in and out of context, sponsorina body, edition, etc. 


Although the manual addresses the problem of holdinas, there 
are at present no nationally approved standards for the represen- 
tation of holdings in machine-readable forn. A committee of the 
American National Standards Institute has prepared a_ prelininary 
draft for a standard and it is anticipated that guidelines will 
be available sometime in the near future. 


Alan M. Schroder sumnarized the work performed since July 
1976 in Iowa. The pilot newspaper project is on target with the 
gatherina of holdings data for some 6,500 titles completed. The 
task to he accomplished by June 30, 1978, the date the project 
ends, is the transfer of this infornation onto worksheets in pre- 
paration for future entry into machine-readable forn. 


Although no formal vote was taken, it was the concensus of 
the panel to commend the NEH for its lona-term conmitnent to, and 
an increased level of fundina for the U.S. Newspaper Project. It 
was affirmed that the Organization of American Historians (OAH), 
as well as other’ professional societies, while not 
administratively involved, will continue to be consulted and 
should have representation on the NEH review board. It was also 
affirmed that the Library of Congress will lend close support to 
the NEH in the formulation of guidelines and other matters, and 
to the OAH during the closina phase of the operations of that 
office in Bloomington, Indiana, concernina pending planning 
conferences and related matters. 
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MICHIGAN NEWSPAPERS 
ON MICROFILM PROJECT by Richard J Hathaway 


In March of 1962 representatives of Michiaan's laraest li- 
braries met to discuss means of preservina deteriorating newspa- 
pers and making them available for research. The Michiaan News- 
papers on Microfilm Project was formed at this meeting. The pur- 
pose of the project was to identify and locate extant files of 
newspapers published in Michiaan, to preserve then on microfilm, 
to provide bibliographic access to them, and to make them fully 
available for research. The Michiaan State Library aareed_ to 
house and administer the project, and the participating libraries 
resolved to contribute to a central fund to be used by the state 
library to purchase Michigan newspapers on microfilm or 
commission newspapers to be filmed, make the film available on 
interlibrary loan, and supply cataloq cards to each project 
member. 


During the first three years of the project, many of the 
major collections in the state and newspapers from over two- 
thirds of the counties were acquired. By 1966, however, it was 
realized that most of the newspaper files discovered would never 
be filmed by commercial companies and that the cost of having 
them filmed by these companies was prohibitive. Thus, in 19€6 
the Michigan State Library purchased its own camera, processor, 
and duplicator, and the project beaan its own filmina progran. 


Newspapers have since been acquired in three ways. Pips, 
files are brought to Lansina, filmed, and returned to the library 
or newspaper cffice. A copy is made for the local library and 
another copy is placed in the project's collection. Second, 
files filmed at other locations in Michigan have been added to 

the collection. Newspapers filmed 
at the Clarke Library at Central 


Mr. Hathaway is the pro- Michiaan University, Western Mi- 
ject director and head of chigan University Archives, Kal- 
the Michigan unit at the amazoo Public Library, Michiaan 
Michigan State Library, Technological University Library, 
Lansing. and the Osterlin.- Library at 


Northwestern Michigan Colleae 
have made sianificant additions 
to the collection. Third, as they becone available, microfilms 
of Michigan newspapers are acquired fron conmercial companies or 
institutions such as the Library of Congress, the Minnesota His- 
torical Society, and the State Historical Society of Wisconsin. 
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The project's acquisitions have grown into a major research 
collection containing over 600 newspaper runs from nearly 200 
Michigan cities and villages. There are more than 30,000 reels 
of service (positive) and over 2,500 reels of master (neaative) 
microfilm. The service films are in constant use at the state 
library and interlibrary loan requests average at least thirty 
per week. To date over $200,000 have been spent by the project; 
this does not include the administrative and maintenance costs 
absorbed by the state library. 


Although the collection is mainly used by colleaes and 
universities in Michigan, requests are Conmina increasingly fron 
all parts of the United States and Canada. One of the reasons 
for the growing use of the collection is the biblioaraphic guide 
to the newspaper collection Michiqan Newspapers on Microfckm. 
The first edition was published in 1969; the latest (the 
fourth) appeared in February 1973. Two supplements have since 
been issued. 


Since the beginning of the project a few members have, 
because of their own financial constraints, withdrawn their 
Support. This, Combined with rapidly escalatina nicrofilnm costs, 
has significantly slowed the rate of filming and acquisition. 
Current members of the project are: Michigan State Library, Uni- 
versity Library and the Bentley Historical Library of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, Wayne State University, Detroit Public Library, 
Eastern Michigan University, and llestern Michigan University. 
They contribute about $8,000 per year to the central fund. Thus, 
usually no more than three extensive runs and a few minor 
newspaper files can now be added annually. 


The criteria used for selectina newspapers to be filmed re- 
mains much the sane as originally outlined fifteen years aco with 
emphasis on geoaraphical coverage, age of newspaper, possibility 
of destruction, and "point of view' of the paper. The last 
criterion means that papers with an ethnic or "nontraditional" 
viewpoint are actively sought. 


The conversion of the biblioaraphic and holdings data to ma- 
chine-readable format and consequent printina of a current list 
have been initiated but are proaressina very slowly. While the 
necessary computer programs have been written and limited test 
runs performed, conversion of the data could, at the present 
rate, take at least one year. Concurrently, the state library 
continues to supply project members with catalog cards for all] 
titles added to the project's collections. 
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Although a national leader in the preservation of newspapers, 
the project continues to operate at a very low "grassroots boot- 
strap’ funding level and as each year goes by, the danaer of ir- 
replaceable collections being lost increases, while rising costs 
mean less can be accomplished. There are an estimated seventy 
major runs of newspapers in Michigan yet unfilmed. At the 
present rate of filming it will take at least twenty-five years 
to film these files. The project should also make available to 
researchers copies of pertinent newspaper runs filmed elsewhere. 
By a rough estimate, $500,000 are needed to complete this phase 
of the project. 


Any comprehensive plan of preservation must also include 
plans to collect and film currently published newspapers, as well 
as issues published after the project started filming papers, as 
many aS eleven years ago. Additional funds are needed for that 
phase. 


Obviously, alternative sources of fundina must be found if 
the project is to reach its objectives in any reasonable period 
of time. These objectives are, first, to conduct a new survey of 
Michigan libraries, newspaper offices, and other depositories to 
discover newspapers remaining to be filmed. The last such 
Survey, done in 1966, was incomplete. Second, the newspaper list 
should be converted to a computerized biblioaraphic data base 
which conforms to national standards—-the present svsterm does 
not. Third, a program is needed which will complete in a_ few 
years the microfilming of remainina newspaper files. It is not 
necessary to complete one stage before goina on to the next. 
Each can, as in the past, be pursued simultaneously. 


NATIONAL OFFICIAL GAZETTES 
AVAILABLE IN MICROFORM 


This compilation of the national official gazettes of the 
world available in microforn supersedes all other lists-published 
previously in the Newspaper and Gazette Report and its predeces- 
sors. Listed are all titles reduced to microform throuah the 
cooperative foreign official gazette microfilming proaram of the 
New York Public Library and the Library of Conaress. In addition 
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to these two institutions, which have been enaaaed in this 
systematic preservation program since 1973, thirty-four other 
foreign and domestic institutions, known to hold in microform a 
Significant portion of a nation's gazette, are also included. 


The initial aqreements between the New York Public Library 
and the Library of Congress outlined the areas of responsibility 
for each institution and called for the inclusion of only 
currently published national gazettes in the filmina program. 
Gazettes below the national level, such as the provincial 
gazettes of Canada or China, the gazettes of the Mexican or 
Indian states, the gazettes of the constituent republics of the 
Soviet Union, the gazettes of districts, municipalities, and 
Similar political jurisdictions, while known to be microreduced 
by others as well as by these two institutions, were to be 
considered for inclusion at a later date. 


Two separate lists, containina sone eiahty-five titles, were 
prepared and published in these pages which showed the two 
institutions' microform holdinas of currently filmed national 
gazettes. It was known, however, that others were enaaged at one 
time or another in the filmina of gazettes. What was urqently 
needed was a comprehensive list of the gazettes of the world to 
aid in future planning and reduce the possibility of duplication 
of effort and avoid needless expense. This’ list had to be 
retrospective as well: a tall order when considerina the affairs 
of man. Wars, revolutions, and other, sonetines peaceful, acts 
of man constantly reshape the political map of the world. New 
nations emerge, others vanish, reaqional alliances are concluded 
and terminated, countries are divided into parts, sections are 
annexed by neighbors or distant empires and assume new names, 
while other remnants retain old nomenclatures. Consider only the 
rise and fall of the empires of Austria-Hunaary, France, 
Portugal, the Ottoman Turks, Russia, Germany, and Great Britain; 
mergers such as that of Tanganyika and Zanzibar; partitions such 
as that of Hungary, Poland, or Palestine; or the dual states of 
the Gernaanys, Koreas, Vietnans, and Yemens; entities sucn as Hona 
Kong, Goa, South West Africa, Tibet, and Greenland; the Baltic 
States of Estonia, Latvia, and Lithuania; supranational 
organizations such as the European Econonic Community, 
Organization of American States, the cast African Conmunity, and 
tae United Nations. The list joes on. 

The collection of data was beaun’in the office of the then 
foreign newspaper~ icrofilmina coordinator at tne Library of 
Congress and continues to date. The type of data oriainally 
collected was vased on the basic aqreenents between the New York 
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Public Library and the Library of Conaress. Practical considera- 
tions have since expanded that base. Consequently, what is 
listed here is a compromise between the intended criteria for 
inclusion and the political realities of the world. One finds 
listed, therefore, the gazettes of nations and of geopolitical 
entities which are not considered nations but neither are they a 
clearly recognizable subordinate political subdivision of a 
nation. Historical antecedents were considered important enough 
in some instances, however, to compel the inclusion of gazettes 
produced by a national political subdivision; thus, one finds not 
only the official gazette of Bangladesh but also of East 
Pakistan, its predecessor. Finally, also included are those 
gazettes for which no known microform exists and, in some 
instances, those political entities whose gazettes are unknown, 
‘in the hope that our readers will aid. in their identification and 
in the discovery of microform collections unknown to us. 


Through the method of successive entry notations, where a 
title's immediate predecessor and successor are noted, it was 
hoped that a semblance of order ‘could be achieved from the 
information» on hand. It was ‘soon. found, however, that 
bibliographic data was lacking or incomplete and, more often than 
not, inconsistent. Headinas used by bibliographic sources and by 
reporting institutions to denote the same entity varied 
considerably. For example, titles for Araentina were found under 
"Argentine Republic" and "Argentina"; for the Soviet Union under 
BRUSSia® snUloeo oh. ponds oOviet Uni ones and:. fOMm,.tche shederal 
Republic of Germany under: "Germany, Federal Republic," "Germany 
(Federal Republic, 1949- )," "Federal Republic of Germany", 
"Germany (F.R.)," “Germany, West," "West Germany," and simply 
"Germany." The title of the gazette miaht be listed in Enalish 
translation or:in the vernacutar lanquaqe either in its entirety 
or, as was the case more often, in an abbreviated form. Place 
and frequency of publication were often omitted. Additional data 
had to be sought and secured from the holder of the master 
microform by letter and by telephone, and often through direct 
examination of the titles in the collections of the Library of 
Congress. 


Consistency and current usage were the governing factors in 
establishing headings. Whenever possible the Enalish “short 
form" of a name is used: "Hungary" instead of the official "lona 
form": “Hungarian People's Republic" (or "People's Republic of 
Hungary"). The title of the gazette is rendered in its entirety 
and in the vernacular language transliterated, where necessary, 
into the Roman alphabet. Considerable research went into 
establishing the chronoloaical succession of titles and place and 
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frequency of publication, and constructing historical notes. 
Even so, the reader is cautioned that the bibliographic 
information provided, while the best available at the time of 
publication, is not complete in all instances and care should be 
taken in using it. The editor urqes all who read these pages to 
report corrections to any or all elements of an entry promptly to 
the office of the newspaper and gazette microfilming coordinator 
at the Library of Congress. 


Only master and preservation master microform holdings are 
listed, indicated with a small ietter following the institution's 
symbol, in the style of the National Reqester of Miatofoum Mas- 
ters, and Newspapers in Microform. A master microform is one 
which is used-only to make copies and from which single copies 
are available for purchase at any time if no copyright is 
infringed. It can either be a negative or a positive copy, 
although most masters are negatives. A preservation master m- 
cnroform, in addition to meeting the definition of a master mi- 
croform, is housed in a temperature-controlled, fireproof space 
and is owned by a nonprofit institution. In order to qualify as 
an archival copy, both types of masters must meet the American 
National Standards Institute specifications for film stock and 
permanence and should, if possible, meet the requirements for 
completeness, collation, image placement, reduction ratio, 
target, etc., as set down in the current specifications for 
microfilming published by the Library of Congress. 


The prices listed are in U.S. dollars, unless otherwise 
noted, and are controlled by the holder of the master microforms. 
Inquiries concerning the purchase of service (positive) mi- 
croforms, the pricing policies of institutions, and entries where 
prices could not be listed should be directed to the reprographic 
service of the master microform holder. International copyright 
conventions might, in some instances, restrict the sale of 
service copies.

PUBLICATION NOTES 


The Serial and Government Publications Division (formerly the 
Serial Division) of the Library of Congress maintains a_ type- 
written list entitled "Newspaper Indexes Available in the News~ 
paper and Current Periodical Room," compiled by Frank Carroll and 
edited and updated by John Pluge, both members of ‘the. division's 
staff. The list contains some 70 indexes for approximately 170 
domestic, and 23 indexes for some 100 foreign newspapers. 
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Amertcan Newspapers and Pertodicalks Published in the UK and 
Europe: 18th-20th Centuries is a collection of twenty-four 
serialS available on thirty-eight reels of 35mm silver halide 
positive microfilm for $950 from World Microfilms Publications, 
62 Queens Grove, London, United Kingdom NW8 6ER. 


The collection "covers a substantial gap in an important 
field of American activity," says the micropublisher and was 
compiled by Greg Palmer, Institute of U.S. Studies, London. A 
list of titles is available upon request and a full descriptive 
brochure will accompany the microfilm. Titles may also be 
purchased individually, 


Hungarian Newspapers in Microform Available in the United 
States and Canada, compiled by Joseph Széplaki, was published in 
1977 by Catholic Hungarians' Sunday, Youngstown, Ohio. This 
nineteen-page publication lists 112 Hungarian-language newspaper 
titles held by 25 Canadian and U.S. as well as two European 
institutions. Entries are listed hierarchical ly and 
alphabetically by country, state (U.S.), province (Canada), city, 
and title. Date and frequency of publication are given and while 
the holding notations are in the style of Newspapers in Micro-~ 
4oxm, published by the Library of Congress, many of the library 
symbols used are not. The titles and holdings listed appear to 
have been transcribed verbatim from the 1948-72 cumulative and 
the 1973-75 annual editions of Newspapers tn Mictoform and three 
other sources, Available for $1.75 (including postage) from 
Catholic Hungarians’ Sunday, 1739 Mahoning Avenue, Youngstown, 
Ohio 44509. 


The seven-volume second edition of the Minnesota Unton List 
04 Sertaks was published in September 1977 by the University of 
Minnesota Library, Minneapolis. This automated data base, which 
uses the MARC serials format, contains some 82,000 serial titles 
and an additional 50,000 added entries and cross references from 
220 reporting institutions in Minnesota and North Dakota and one 
from Wisconsin. 


"All types of Serials are included," states the introduction, 
“journals, periodicals, transactions, proceedings, annuals/year- 
books, monographic series, newspapers, in fact anything which is 
published over a period of time and for which there is no forsee- 
able end." Whenever possible titles are entered according to the 
Anglo-American Cataloging Rules (North American Text), however, 
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"A.L.A. rules are still in evidence for older tities." The con- 
struction of the records in machine-readable form is explained in 
detail.

A Guide tc the Newspaper Collection of the State Archives, 
compiled by Anne F. Diffendal, was published in 1977 by the Ne- 
braska State Historical Society and is available for $4.00 from 
the society at 1500 R Street, Lincoln, Nebraska 68508. The guide 
lists, according to the introduction, "community, ethnic, and 
foreign-language" newspapers and excludes "publications of educa- 
tional institutions, fraternal orders, political groups, and re- 
ligious bodies," 


Arrangement is "alphabetical by name of town and then by ti-+ 
tle of newspaper. A cross reference is made whenever a newspaper 
changed place of publication. No attempt has been made to note 
the numerous title changes. Each page is entered under its pre- 
sent title or the title under which it ceased publication." 


While finding aids to the society's newspaper collections 
have been prepared, the bibliographic information given in_ the 
list is restricted to the dates the paper is held in microform or 
hard copy by the archives. Most of the papers listed have been. 
microfilmed by the society and positive copies are available for ~ 
sale. The society's film holdings, however, are not available on 
interlibrary loan. A list of indexes to Nebraska newspapers and 
a list of commercially available Nebraska newspapers on microfilm . 
round out this 92-page guide. 


The New England Library Association has recently published 
the Guide to Newspaper Indexes in New England. The new volume, 
which was produced by its Bibliography Committee, is the result 
of a survey conducted in the fall of 1977 of 2,000 libraries and 
historical societies throughout the region. The Guide hopes to 
bring to light the work of librarians and others who, in the in- 
terest of furthering access to historical knowledge, have under- 
taken the creation of indexes to their local newspapers.

GUIDELINES FOR REPORTING TO NEWSPAPERS IN MICROFORM 
AND THE NATIONAL REGISTER OF MICROFORM MASTERS 


Newspapers in Microform and the Nationa/ Register of Microform Masters are bibliographies in book form 


‘published by the Library of Congress with the cooperation of other interested U.S. and foreign libraries, and 


commercial producers of microforms. They are intended to be the national bibliographies of domestic and foreign 
master microform holdings; to serve as standard research tools by providing comprehensive bibliographic data for 
each title microfilmed; and to assure the preservation of our cultural heritage by identifying those works which 
have been reduced to microform. 


Microform copies are of three types. A master microform is used only to make other copies, and from it 
single copies are understood to be available for purchase at any time. A master preservation microform, in 
addition to meeting the definition of the master microform, is housed in a temperature-controlled, fireproof 
space and owned by a nonprofit institution. Both types of master must meet the American National Standards 
Institute specifications for film quality and permanence and should, if possible, meet the requirements for 
completeness, collation, image placement, reduction ratio, target, etc., as set down in the current specifications 
for microfilming published by the Library of Congress. A service microform is one that is made available for use 
by readers. It can either be a negative or a positive copy, although most service copies are positives. Copyright law 
or local regulations may, of course, restrict the production or purchase of service copies in some cases. 


Reports should be in full cataloging form, including added entry tracings. They may be prepared according to 
either the American Library Association or Anglo-American cataloging rules. 


In addition to the bibliographic information, each report for these bibliographies must carry certain informa- 
tion relating to the microform, as follows. (1) Location. Each report must have the symbol of the institution 
which holds the microform. These symbols are established by the Catalog Publication Division upon request, and 
are published in Symbols of American Libraries. (2) Type of microform. \s it a ‘‘master microform,” a ‘’master 
preservation microform,” or a ‘‘service microform’? (3) Form. |s the microform a microfilm, microfiche, micro- 
Opaque, or microprint? (4) Polarity. |s the microform positive or negative? (5) Ho/dings. Date of serial issues held 
in microform. The abbreviations for different microforms are as follows: 


m microfilm master (negative) mf(p) microfiche master (positive) 

m* microfilm preservation master (negative) mf(p)* microfiche preservation master (positive) 
sm microfilm service copy (negative)  - smf(p) microfiche service copy (positive)

Using the established symbols and abbreviations, compact holding notations are possible. For example, the 
notation ‘DLC m* s Mr 15, 1848- “indicates that the Library of Congress holds a negative master preserva- 
tion microfilm and a positive service microfilm of a serial publication which is being microfilmed by the Library 
on a continuing basis. Space should be left between symbol and abbreviation, between abbreviations, and 
between abbreviation and date. 


REPORTING TO NEWSPAPERS IN MICROFORM For purposes of reporting to Newspapers in Microform, a 
newspaper is a serial which satisfies at least five of the following seven criteria. It (1) carries news of current 
events either local, national, or international in scope; (2) has advertising; (3) contains legal notices; (4) provides 
vital statistics; (5) usually does not have a cover; and is (6) published at least once a month in a (7) format of not 
less than four columns of type per page. 


Report master, preservation master, and service microforms of domestic and foreign commercial newspapers, 
as well as armed forces, collegiate, labor, religious, and other special interest newspapers. The following biblio- 
graphic elements must be included: Exact title of newspaper as it appears on the masthead. All known title 
variations. Dates published, with inclusive dates for each variant title. Place of publication: country or state and 
city. Frequency of publication, including changes of any kind. Pertinent notes. 


REPORTING TO THE NATIONAL REGISTER OF MICROFORM MASTERS Report master and preservation 
master microforms of domestic and foreign books, pamphlets, serials (except newspapers), and foreign doctoral 
dissertations. Present coverage excludes technical reports, typescript translations, foreign and domestic archival 
manuscript collections, U.S. doctoral dissertations, masters’ theses, and newspapers. Service microforms are 
excluded from the Reg/ster. Service microforms of monographs and serials should be reported to The National 
Union Catalog. Microforms of newspapers, both masters and service copies, should be reported to Vewspapers in 
Microform. 


WHERE TO REPORT Reports should be addressed to the Catalog Publication Division, Library of Congress, 
Washington, D.C. 20540. Specially printed form cards (for newspapers) franked, preaddressed mailing labels, and 
more detailed guidelines are available free of charge, upon request. 
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The Newspaper and Gazette Report is published by the office of the newspaper microfilming * 
coordinator, Library of Congress, Washington, D.C. 20540, three times a year in April, August, 
and December. It reports on developments in the location, microfilming, preservation, and biblio- 
graphic contro! of newspapers and foreign official gazettes. Articles for publication are welcomed 
and should be sent to the above address before January 31, May 31, and September 30 for the 
respective issues.

U.S. NEWSPAPER PROJECT 
STATE PLANNING CONFERENCE: 
ARIZONA 





On September 19, 1978, forty guests gathered at the Arizona 
State Capitol to plan a statewide newspaper project as part of 
the U.S. Newspaper Project administered by the National Endowment 
for the Humanities. They represented academic, public, and 
special libraries, state and local historical societies, the Ari- 
zona Newspaper Association, newspaper publishers, historians, 
county recorders, the National Endowment for the Humanities, the 
Organization of American Historians, and the Library of Congress. 


The host, Marguerite B. Cooley, Arizona State Librarian, wel- 
comed the guests and pledged the support of the State Library to 
the Arizona Newspaper Project. She then introduced the speakers, 
Imre T. Jarmy, Library of Congress, and Gale E. Peterson, Cin- 
cinnati Historical Society, the former director of the U.S. News- 
paper Project at the Organization of American Historians, 
Bloomington, Indiana, and the members of the steering committee 
of the Arizona Newspaper Project: Margaret Bret-Harte, Arizona 
Historical Society; Barbara Bush, Phoenix Public Library; Todd 
Mills and Mary Dale Palsson, University of Arizona Library; and 
Ann Onley, Arizona State Library, the organizer of the 
conference, 
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Dr. Peterson spoke on the history of the U.S. Newspaper Pro- 
ject. He also discussed the objectives and methodology of the 
Iowa pilot project and stressed the importance of the biblio- 
graphic aspect of state newspaper projects. Mr. Jarmy, newspaper 
microfilming coordinator at the Library of Congress, spoke on the 
role of the Library in preserving and providing bibliographic ac-~ 
cess to newspapers. He reviewed the present status of the U.S. 
Newspaper Project in its transition from the Organization of 
American Historians to the National Endowment for the Humanities 
and discussed the evolving guidelines for state newspaper 
projects soon to be drafted and distributed by the endowment. 
(For a description on the transition of the U.S. Newspaper 
Project see "U.S. Newspaper Project: Plans for the Future" in 
the August 1978 issue, and on the Iowa pilot project see "Iowa 
Newspaper Bibliography Project" in the April 1977 issue of the 
Report). 


Mr. Jadrmy noted that the National Endowment for the Humani- 
ties and the Library of Congress will be cooperating closely on 
all aspects of the U.S. Newspaper Project with the office of the 
newspaper microfilming coordinator recently reassigned to the na- 
tional preservation program office at the Library to provide the 
national liaison functions for the project. Under the auspices 
of the Library a newspaper cataloging manual is being prepared 
which, when published, will be the standard cataloging tool 
required to be used by state newspaper projects. The Library is 
planning to hold a workshop in the near future with experts from 
the United States and Canada testing and refining the rules 
contained in it. Mr. Jdrmy also noted that in support of the 
second phase of state newspaper projects the Library is 
considering holding workshops on the preservation of newspapers. 
(On the cataloging manual see "Toward the Bibliographic Control 
of Newspapers" in the August 1977 issue of the Report. ) 


When speaking on behalf of the National Endowment for the Hu- 
manities, Mr. Jarmy emphasized the long-term, ten- to fifteen- 
year commitment of the Endowment to state newspaper projects as 
well as the Endowment's requirements for well-justified 
applications for funding and the production of viable research 
tools by the funded state projects. He conveyed the Endowment's 
interest in the field of preservation and its plans to separately 
fund newspaper preservation projects once their bibliographic 
control has been accomplished. 


In the afternoon three members of the steering committee of 
the Arizona Newspaper Project spoke on the history, use, and need 
for preservation of Arizona newspapers. Margaret Bret-Harte pre- 
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sented a paper on _ the early history of Arizona newspapers and 
Showed slides of notable newspapers, publishers, and newspaper 
offices in the state. Mary Dale Palsson spoke on the use of Ari- 
zona newspapers, and Ann Onley reviewed the state library's 
efforts to preserve and access Arizona newspapers. 


The conference concluded with a discussion on numerous 
aspects of the Arizona Newspaper Project. The conference members 
voted to continue the steering committee as_ presently 
constituted, chaired by Todd Mills, and agreed that the state 
library should serve as the umbrella agency for the project. It 
was agreed that the first phase is to encompass a _ bibliographic 
project, followed by a second, preservation phase, to complete 
the project. The conference members agreed that the steering 
committee should continue its efforts to solicit funds and write 
the grant proposal to be submitted to the National Endowment for 
the Humanities.

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NEWSPAPER COLLECTIONS OF THE 
STATE HISTORICAL SOCIETY OF WISCONSIN by James P. Danky 





In the late 1840s, soon after the founding of the State His- 
torical Society of Wisconsin and even before it had a library 
collection of any sort, the society, under the leadership of cor- 
responding secretary Increase Lapham, began to acquire newspapers 
published in all areas of Wisconsin. With the appointment of 
Lyman Copeland Draper as its second corresponding secretary on 
January 18, 1854, the society began an aggressive program of 
newspaper collecting that went far beyond the borders of the 
state. In his first year as secretary, Draper not only purchased 
a set of Nales Register at an 
auction in New York, but also re-

early Americana. By 1856 the 
number of titles received regu- 
larly grew to fifty-two—more than were collected by any other 
comparable American historical agency. Under Draper and his suc- 
cessor, Reuben Gold Thwaites, the collection increased rapidly 
and was viewed by Clarence Brigham in his History and BibLiogra- 
phy of American Newspapers, 1690-1820 (Worcester, 1947) as _ the 
sixth largest of its kind in the nation, 





Today the State Historical Society of Wisconsin has_ the 
second largest collection of newspapers in the United States. It 
is a national collection, spanning the period from the seven- 
teenth century to the present, developed to serve the needs of 
researchers not only in Wisconsin but throughout the world, By 
agreement with the University of Wisconsin, since 1901 the 
society has limited its newspaper collecting to materials dealing 
with the area north of the Rio Grande. The holdings include 
titles published in each of the fifty states, U.S. territories 
and possessions, and the thirteen Canadian provinces and terri- 
tories, as well as an assortment of U.S. armed forces newspapers 
published overseas. More than 4,000 titles are represented in 
the collections, with Wisconsin imprints accounting for approxi- 
mately 1,600 of these. The society subscribes to all Wisconsin 
newspapers and to more than fifty others from throughout’ the 
United States and Canada. 


These collections are particularly strong in a number of 
areas. The Wisconsin newspapers, all of which are now on 
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microfilm, have long been regarded as a model collection for 
other states to emulate and are most recently described in Donald 
E. Oehlert's Guide to Wisconsin Newspapers, 1833-1957 (Madison, 
The Society, 1958). As an interest in the American West grew, 
the society began to acquire a Substantial number of newspapers 
from all of the states and territories of that area including 
Alaska and Hawaii. This portion of the collection reached a peak 
during World War I when an additional thirty-six western dailies 
were added chronicling the impact of the war on the isolationist 
belt of the nation from the Appalachian to the Rocky Mountains 
and beyond. 


Other files which have attained national importance are those 
of radical/reform, abolitionist, nineteenth-century religious, 
black, ethnic, native American, and women's newspapers. The 
society holdings of "underground" or "alternative" newspapers are 
the most extensive in the nation, surpassing even those of the 
Library of Congress. Among rarities in this collection are _ the 
first black and native American papers, as well as the first 
Dutch-, Spanish-, Norwegian- and Bohemian-language newspapers 
published in the United States. 


In addition to possessing the largest collection of colonial 
and early American newspapers west of the Appalachian Mountains, 
the society has the third largest collections of labor papers in 
the nation. This collection is described in the society's Labor 
Papers on Microgclm; A Combined List (Madison, 1965). The col- 
lecting of this material was initiated in the late nineteenth 
century by Richard T. Ely, a labor economist and historian at the 
University of Wisconsin. It gained prominence with the assistance 
of John R. Commons and his American Bureau of Industrial 
Research, 


By 1941, the society's newspaper holdings numbered over 
40,000 bound volumes and had nearly exhausted all available space 
in the headquarters building. In an effort to save space an 
experimental program of newspaper microfilming was undertaken in 
the fall of 1941. Using the facilities of the Wisconsin 
Department of Public Health, this pioneering effort gradually 
expanded over the years to become an integral part of the 
society's operations to the extent that eventually microfilming 
replaced the binding operations altogether. Holding over 12,500 
volumes of Wisconsin newspapers, most of which were published on 
pulp paper between 1875 and 1940, and acquiring new titles 
meanwhile, the society was faced with increasing space and 
preservation problems which could only be solved by accelerated 
microfilming. In 1965, after many appeals—and rejections— 
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director Leslie Fischel, Jr., obtained from the Wisconsin 
legislature funds to microfilm back files of the Wisconsin 
newspaper collection. Today, all Wisconsin newspapers held by 
the society are on microfilm and its Field Services Division 
continues to borrow and film titles from other institutions which 
are new to the retrospective collections or are needed to fill 
gaps in the holdings. The Microfilm Laboratory, with a staff of 
six full-time civil service personnel, produces more than 2,400 
reels of film per year including local and national newspapers, 
periodicals and archival materials. The society also acquires 
commercially available microforms. Not counting newspapers 
currently received and awaiting conversion to microfilm either by 
in-house filming or by acquisition of commercially produced 
microfilm, the society's newspaper collection consists of 17,000 
bound volumes, 70,000 reels of service (positive) and master 
(negative) microfilm, and 12,000 sheets of microprint, 


Since its beginning, the society's library maintained public 
catalogs. At first book catalogs and later card catalogs 
provided users with access to the mass of information assembled. 
The society has also issued many bibliographical aids which 
proved to be invaluable to researchers in locating important 
materials and in making more efficient use of the newspaper 
resources. General newspaper catalogs were published in 1898 and 
1911. The latter is still regarded as a standard reference 
source, Specialized bibliographies, beyond those already 
mentioned, have been published describing portions of the collec- 
tions, such as Undergrounds: A !Inton List of Alternative Pertodi- 
cals (1974), Black Newspapers and Periodicals (1975), and Wiscon- 
Sin Newspapers, 1833-1850 (1978). The society's library staff 
has responded enthusiastically to cooperative bibliographic pro~ 
jects and aided in the compilation of such works as_ Brigham's 
mentioned earlier, Gregory's American Newspapers, 1821-1936 (New 
York, 1937), Arndt and Olson's The German Language Press of the 
Americas (Munich, 1965), and American Labor Union Periodicals 
(Ithaca, 1956). Since its inception in 1948, the society has 
regularly submitted reports on its newspaper microfilm holdings 
to the national bibliography, Newspapers in Microform, published 
by the Library of Congress, both to publicize its collections and 
to help prevent duplicate microfilming. 


The society also participates in national cooperative micro-~ 
filming, microprinting, and reprinting programs such as the Early 
American Newspapers project sponsored by the American Antiquarian 
Society and the Readex Corporation, Greenwood Press's Radical 
Periodicals in the United States, and numerous local projects. 
Since its founding over 130 years ago, the State Historical 
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Society of Wisconsin has, through careful acquisition policies, 
been striving to preserve and make available for research 
newspapers published in Wisconsin and throughout the nation. 


EARLY AMERICAN NEWSPAPERS 
OFFERED ON 35-mm MICROFILM 





Early American newspapers, spanning the 1690-1820 period, are 
being systematically preserved in microform in a cooperative pro- 
ject, begun in 1961, between the Readex Microprint Corporation 
and the American Antiquarian Society, The project aims to 
incorporate all available newspapers listed in Clarence Brigham's 
History and Bibliography of American Newspapers, 1690-1820 
(Worcester, 1947). Several other research institutions, such as 
the Library of Congress, the New York Public Library, Harvard 
University, Boston Athenaeum, the New York Historical Society, 
the Wisconsin Historical Society, Brown University Library, the 
Connecticut Historical Society, the Library Company’ of 
Philadelphia, the Historical Society of Pennsylvania, and the 
Massachusetts Historical Society are cooperating by making their 
holdings available for microreduction, 


Since the inception of the program, Readex has offered these 
for sale on paper card stock called "microprint." The cards are 
6 by 9 inches and contain the microimage on one side which has 
been given a glossy finish. Each card, made of paper and having 
a life expectancy of 300 years, contains up to 100 frames or 
images reduced 12 to 18 times in size, The images are ink 
printed on the cards by a printing press, The product is not 
photographic and microprint, a patented process, produces the 
only form of microreduction which is neither a film transparency 
nor an opaque photographic print. 


Some of the machines available today for reading the cards 
also double as microfiche, but not as microfilm, readers, The 
majority of newspapers, however, have been preserved on 35=mm 
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roll film and most research institutions possess the necessary 
reading equipment for the microfilm. The Readex Microprint 
Corporation announced that in addition to the microprint cards it 
soon will be able to produce newspapers in its early American 
newspapers series on 35-mm roll microfilm. Initially a limited 
number of titles will be offered in this format. Moreover, 
Readex will also have the capability of reproducing any 
Substandard film to conform to national archival standards. For 
further information write to Mr. Stanley Shapiro, editor, 
Editorial and Filming Department, Readex Microprint Corporation, 
185 Salisbury Street, Worcester, Massachusetts 01609. 


_ VIETNAMESE REFUGEE CAMP 
NEWSPAPERS IN MICROFORM 





After the fall of the Republic of Vietnam in April 1975 to 
the invading armies of the Peoples Republic of Vietnam, a steady 
stream of refugees began to leave that country. The U.S. 
government responded by opening several of its army bases to 
admit and house them. 


Soon after these bases were opened, the base commands began 
the publication of newspapers tended to serve this exile group by 
acquainting them with life in their camps and in the United 
States, their future homeland. These publications have 
considerable historical research value, particularly in the field 
of political refugees in the United States, 


These titles, except for two, are reviewed in detail in an 
article by Susan M. Bryl and James P. Danky entitled "Alternative 
Periodicals" in the September 1975 Wilson Library Bulletin, Upon 
request, the State Historical Society of Wisconsin supplied the

There are articles on camp life, the weather, and one 
entitled "Easy English Lessons for the Refugees." An 
article, written by "Nonsense," complained about the camp 
food service allowing refugees to consume all the rice 
they wanted instead of balancing the diet with fish, meat, 
or eggs. The column also notes that some refugees helped 
themselves to winter clothes at the PX without paying for 
them. They were not given proper clothing and were not 
informed about payment. Another article, written by 
Vietnamese nationals living in the United States, notes 
the following: "American men often help their wives empty 
the trash. They also mow grass, arrange fences, paint 
houses and even wash and take care of their cars. Some 
help their wives iron clothes while others take their 
pride in cooking. Therefore, you should not be surprised 
when seeing them do such things." Quotations on the price 
of gold, while seemingly out of place in a refugee camp 
newspaper, are included to help those who managed to 
rescue some of their wealth in that form.

$size, and the holdings of the Hungarian Institute in Munich, West 
Germany. An index of publishers, editors, and collaborators 
rounds out this 160-page bibliography. 





A Union Listing of Curnently Received Newspapers: The Center 
for Research Libraries, Northwestern University Library, the Uni- 
versity of Chicago Library, published by the libraries of North- 
western University and the University of Chicago (Evanston, I1li- 
nois, 1978), is the "first published guide to currently received 
newspapers held by three of the major research libraries in the 
Chicago metropolitan area," notes the introduction, 


A newspaper is defined as "a serial publication which is 
printed on newsprint, does not have a cover, has four or more 
columns per page and a depth of at least ten inches, and usually 
deals with topics of general interest such as current events. 
When the nature of a serial title could not be determined 
precisely, the general practice has been to include it as a 
newspaper rather than to exclude it. 

"A number of large, self-contained serial collections of 
newspapers in microform have been excluded from this union 
listing. Major collections which have been omitted include Bell 
and Howell's Underground Newspaper Microfikm Collection, the Li- 
brary of Congress' Negro Newspapers on Microfclm collection, and 
The Underground and Alternative Press in Bractain, published by 
Harvester Press. Many of the titles in these series are no 
longer published and adequate bibliographic access already exists 
in the form of printed guides, 


"In addition, the large number of radical, feminist, and un- 
derground newspapers held by Northwestern University Library's 
Special Collections Department have been generally excluded, 
However, if holdings for one of these newspapers has been 
reported by either the Center for Research Libraries or the 
University of Chicago Library, then Northwestern's holdings have 
been included for the sake of completeness." 


Entries are arranged hierarchically and alphabetically by 
country, ecityee, andestitle, The newspapers are listed by their 
latest title without cross references to previous titles, Lan= 
guage notations are only made if the newspaper is not published 
in the vernacular. Instead of publication dates, the first date 
given is the beginning date of the holdings. Microform and ink~ 
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print holdings are separately noted. Standard library symbols 
denoting the holding institution are used. The symbols and hold- 
ing notations for the departmental libraries, however, do not al~ 
ways follow the standard practice (e.g., one finds "ICU: 1928- 
(current issue in FarE)" instead of the standard version of 
ICU-FE 1928- (current issues only)).

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GUIDELINES FOR REPORTING TO NEWSPAPERS IN MICROFORM 
AND THE NATIONAL REGISTER OF MICROFORM MASTERS 


Newspapers in Microform and the Nationa! Register of Microform Masters are bibliographies in book form 
published by the Library of Congress with the cooperation of other interested U.S. and foreign libraries, and 
commercial producers of microforms. They are intended to be the national bibliographies of domestic and foreign 
master microform holdings; to serve as standard research tools by providing comprehensive bibliographic data for 
each title microfilmed; and to assure the preservation of our cultural heritage by identifying those works which 
have been reduced to microform. 


Microform copies are of three types. A master microform is used only to make other copies, and from it 
single copies are understood to be available for purchase at any time. A master preservation microform, in 
addition to meeting the definition of the master microform, is housed in a temperature-controlled, fireproof 
space and owned by a nonprofit institution. Both types of master must meet the American National Standards 
Institute specifications for film quality and permanence and should, if possible, meet the requirements for 
completeness, collation, image placement, reduction ratio, target, etc., as set down in the current specifications 
for microfilming published by the Library of Congress. A service microform is one that is made available for use 
by readers. It can either be a negative or a positive copy, although most service copies are positives. Copyright law 
or local regulations may, of course, restrict the production or purchase of service copies in some cases. 


Reports should be in full cataloging form, including added entry tracings. They may be prepared according to 
either the American Library Association or Anglo-American cataloging rules. 


In addition to the bibliographic information, each report for these bibliographies must carry certain informa- 
tion relating to the microform, as follows. (1) Location. Each report must have the symbol of the institution 
which holds the microform. These symbols are established by the Catalog Publication Division upon request, and 
are published in Symbols of American Libraries. (2) Type of microform. \s it a ‘’master microform,” a ‘‘master 
preservation microform,” or a “‘service microform’’? (3) Form. |s the microform a microfilm, microfiche, micro- 
Opaque, or microprint? (4) Polarity. Is the microform positive or negative? (5) Ho/dings. Date of serial issues held 
in microform. The abbreviations for different microforms are as follows: 


m microfilm master (negative) mf(p) microfiche master (positive) 

m* microfilm preservation master (negative) mf(p)" microfiche preservation master (positive) 
sm microfilm service copy (negative) smf(p) microfiche service copy (positive)

Using the established symbols and abbreviations, compact holding notations are possible. For example, the 
notation ‘DLC m* s Mr 15, 1848 “ indicates that the Library of Congress holds a negative master preserva- 
tion microfilm and a positive service microfilm of a serial publication which is being microfilmed by the Library 
on a continuing basis. Space should be left between symbol and abbreviation, between abbreviations, and 
between abbreviation and date. 


REPORTING TO NEWSPAPERS IN MICROFORM For purposes of reporting to Newspapers in Microform, a 
newspaper is a serial which satisfies at least five of the following seven criteria. It (1) carries news of current 
events either local, national, or international in scope; (2) has advertising; (3) contains legal notices; (4) provides 
vital statistics; (5) usually does not have a cover; and is (6) published at least once a month in a (7) format of not 
less than four columns of type per page. 


Report master, preservation master, and service microforms of domestic and foreign commercial newspapers, 
as well as armed forces, collegiate, labor, religious, and other special interest newspapers. The following biblio- 
graphic elements must be included: Exact title of newspaper as it appears on the masthead. All known title 
variations. Dates published, with inclusive dates for each variant title. Place of publication: country or state and 
city. Frequency of publication, including changes of any kind. Pertinent notes. 


REPORTING TO THE NATIONAL REGISTER OF MICROFORM MASTERS Report master and preservation 
master microforms of domestic and foreign books, pamphlets, serials (except newspapers), and foreign doctoral 
dissertations. Present coverage excludes technical reports, typescript translations, foreign and domestic archival 
manuscript collections, U.S. doctoral dissertations, masters’ theses, and newspapers. Service microforms are 
excluded from the Reg/ster. Service microforms of monographs and serials should be reported to The National 
Union Catalog. Microforms of newspapers, both masters and service copies, should be reported to Newspapers in 
Microform. 


WHERE TO REPORT Reports should be addressed to the Catalog Publication Division, Library of Congress, 
Washington, D.C. 20540. Specially printed form cards (for newspapers) franked, preaddressed mailing labels, and 
more detailed guidelines are available free of charge, upon request. 
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
